Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District  for  I966. 

The  Registrar  General *s  estimate  of  the  population  for  I966  (27,310)  shows 
again  a  marked  increase  -  84O  over  the  previous  Year. 

The  births  (570)  also  shows  an  increase,  being  the  highest  recorded  in  the 
Urban  District.  The  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of  21.2  and  10. 4  are  to  be 
compared  with  those  of  En-glaiid  and  Wales  which  respectively  are  17*7  Q-ad  11. 7» 
It  is  worth  noticing  that  126  deaths  which  occurred  at  Milton  Hospital  were  not 
previous  residents  in  the  Urban  District,  and  that  out  of  a  total  of  34©  deaths 
191  occurred  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  5  infant  deaths  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  8.7*  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19o0. 

There  were  642  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of  which  Measles 
accounted  for  590  and  Scarlet  Fever  for  39*  All  the  cases  were  mild  and  were 
nursed  at  home. 

There  have  been  no  dealhs  ascribed  to  Tuberculosis  for  three  years  and  no 
notification  of  ITon- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for  the  past  seven  years. 

During  the  Year  a  special  Clinic  was  opened  at  Sutton  House  to  deal  with 
cervical  cytolog;^^ 


Clearance  of  unfit  houses  has  proceeded  and  SZjl  houses  have  been  dealt  with 
in  the  past  four  years. 
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The  Council  has  decided  that  they  will  eventually  take  up  the  paper  sack 
system  of  refuse  collection  and  meanwhile  agreed  that  all  nev/  Council  houses  shall 
he  equipped  with  this  method.  liew  private  developers  have  also  been  encouraged  to 
install  the  paper  sack  system  but  this  has  only  been  implemented  in  a  minority  of 
cases. 


The  v/ork  of  the  Public  Health  Department  h.as  proceeded  smoothly  during  the 
Year  and  a  great  amount  is  carried  out  by  your  Officers  through  frequent  visits 
and  exhortation  without  having  to  proceed  to  Courts  of  Law,  The  staff  is  efficient 
and  keen,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  them  and  especially  to  Mr»  A.  Leslie, 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  providing  me  v/ith  the  excellent  report  on 
the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

I  wish  also  to  express  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  coirrtesy.

ClimatoloCT 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  34*29  inches,  as 
compared  with  5O.I8  inches  recorded  in  I965. 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Iiighsted  Waterworks,  was 
1*19  inches  on  22nd  October. 

Thunderstorms  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  on  8  occasions  and  the 
wettest  month  was  October  when  the  rainfall  recorded  was  6.45  inches. 

Fog  occurred  on  12  occasions  (3  in  Januaryi  1  in  February^  1  in  April; 
1  in  3  in  October  and  3  in  Ilovember). 

During  the  Year,  there  were  10  falls  of  snow  locally  (6  in  Januaryi  3 
in  MBxoh  and  1  in  April). 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  35  occasions  (14  in 
Januaryi  1  in  February;  5  in  March;  2  in  April;  3  in  November  and  8  in 
December)  as  compared  with  59  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  Y/as  the  24th  July  when  a  Temperature  of 
82  P.  was  recorded. 

The  coldest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  19th  January  when  a  Temperature  of 
8  F.  was  recorded. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks  over  the 
past  six  Years  are  shown  in  Appendix  ”A”  and  Appendix  "B”  shoY/s  the  monthly 
maximum  and  minimum  Temperatures  for  the  Years  19^5?  19^4?  19^5  nnd  I966.

(a)  Five  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
Year  under  review,  as  compared  with  10  in  1965# 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  8.7  thousand  live  births. 

The  rate  for  19^5  ‘vv'as  18«6  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be 
seen  upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  v/hole  was  19*0  per 
thousand  live  births,  v/hich  v\;as  the  same  rate  as  in  the  previous  Year  -  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country. 

Of  the  5  deaths  recorded,  5  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  resulting 
in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  5*2  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  v/ith 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  12.9  P©^?  thousand  live  births. 


The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  24 oO  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths. 
The  Iviaternal  Mortality  was  -  NIL.

1 •  Notifiable  Diseases  ~  Incidence 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  642  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for 
previous  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII. 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was 
as  followss- 

1st  Quarter  -  I85  2nd  Quarter  -  I5?  J^^d  Quarter  -  39?  4tb.  Quarter  ~  570* 

The  main  cause  of  notification  was  again  Ifeasles,  being  590  cases. 

The  expected  incidence  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of 
the  Year,  vihen  101  notifications  Y/ere  received  in  October^  154  1^  November 
and  306  in  December.  The  incidence  continued  during  January,  19o7?  when  a 
further  181  cases  v;ere  notified. 

Of  the  590  cases  of  Measles  notified,  327  were  Children  under  School 
age.  There  were  263  cases  amongst  School  Children,  mainly  in  the  age  group 
5-9  years,  involving  I7  Schools  in  the  District.  The  cases  v/ere  generally 
of  a  mild  nature  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  recommend 
hospital i sat i on. 

39  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  v^ere  notified,  as  compared  with  3Q  cases  in 
the  previous  Yea^r.  Of  these  39  cases,  6  Y/ere  Children  under  School  age. 

The  remaining  33  were  all  School  Children  involving  I3  Schools  in  the 
District.  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  admit  to  Hospital. 

7  cases  of  I’Hicoping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  Year. 

Details  of  the  6  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in 
Tables  VI  and  IX.

5*  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


During  the  Year,  1,502  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  were 
presented  to  the  Department  by  local  people  leaving  the  Country,  for  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  authenticate  the  Signature  of  the  Doctors 
concerned.  This  figure  compares  with  504  in  the  previous  Year. 

These  Certificates  were  required  mainly  in  connection  v/ith  people 
travelling  to  various  parts  of  Europe  for  holidays  and  due  to  outbreaks  of 
Smallpox  in  this  Country,  many  European  Countries,  especially  Spain, 
stipulated  that  vaccination  was  required  before  entry  would  be  allowed. 

However,  it  is  surprising  how  many  local  people  are  still  emigrating, 
particularly  to  Australia.

Over  40  meals  per 
week  are  delivered  by  our  Voluntary  Helpers.  Our  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  these 
helpers  and  to  Messrs,  Ucvvs^ters,  Kemsley,  and  the  Shell  Research  Company  for  their 
co-operation  in  preparing  these  meals.  \fe  also  record  our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Ashby 
w/ho  has  so  kindly  supervised  this  excellent  service. 


Once  again  Colonel  and  Mrs  .  Dean  offered  their  home  and  garden  for  a  party  to 
entertain  about  65  house-bound  people.  Unfortunately  the  weather  wras  unkind,  and 
w/e  were  unable  to  have  a  garden  party.

All  the  chTellings  (9jl62)  \vithin  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from  the 
public  water  iiiains  of  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  supply  has,  duririg  the  Year  under  review,  been  adequate  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Fifty-three  samples  of  v/ater  (29  from  the  public  supply  and  24  from  private 
supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exsrnination. 

In  addition,  5  sam.ples  (l  from  the  public  supply  and  2  from  a  private  supply) 
were  submitted  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

2 .  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


During  the  Year,  extensions  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  were  carried  out 
to  serve  nev/  housing  development  within  the  Area. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  sedimentation  tanks,  permanent 
sludge  beds  and  the  conversion  of  existing  sedimentation  tanlcs  into  primary 
settlement  ta.nks  and  the  provision  of  nev\r  pumping  equipment,  referred  to  in  my 
Report  for  19^5 ?  completed  during  the  Year.

This  paint  smell  causes  a  nuisance  during  particular  atmospheric 
conditions .

The  bulk  of  the 
supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their  supplies  from 
the  same  source.

During’  the  Year,  22  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Standard  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these 
were  approved. 

There  were  20  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  10  of 
these  were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  1965^ 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved 
124  applications.  IO7  of  these  were  completed  by  31st  December,  I966.  In 
addition,  3  applications  v/ere  cancelled  at  the  applicants*  request. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  the  IO7  completed  applications

Programme • 


During  the  Year  54  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  by  v/ay  of  Undertakings, 
Closing  or  Demolition  Orders.  ’ 

In  addition,  negotiations  v/ere  successfully  completed  for  the  acquisition 
by  the  Council  of  some  93  houses  in  the  Murston  Road  area,  v/hich  were  obsolete 
and  unfit.  It  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  re-develop  the  area  for  housing 
purposes . 

The  clearance  programme  referred  to  included  some  350  houses  for  clearance 
during  the  five-year  period  ending  December,  1967*  During  the  four  years  that 
the  programme  has  been  operative  24I  houses  have  been  dealt  with,  although  at 
the  time  of  v/riting  this  report  229  fomilies  have  been  rehoused. 

A  Summary  of  Houses  dealt  with  in  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  during  the 
Period  from  1945  'to  I966  inclusive  is  shown  in  Appendix  ”If’.
